The story of- the French bank 
was told In a conference held at tho 
Bank of Franco when Senator Mclrlch, 
Representative Vreeland, and other 
members :of the commission were In 
Europe 
holding similar 
conferences, 


with the heads, of the great note-issu- 
ing and joint-stock banks. The Bank 
of France was founded in the year 
1800, and its charter was 'renewed in 
1897, expiring in 1920. Almost the first 
question asked Governor Pallain was 
whether the bank was ever 
attacked 


in; the. controversies between political 
parties. He answered in these words: 


"No charge has ever been made that 


the bank favored or aided anypolltlcnl 
party. There is never any claim that 
politics enters In any degree into tha 
management of the bank. 
Except for 


the renewal of the charter In 1007, no 
legislation affecting the bank has been 
enacted since 1857.. There is no senti- 
ment for any change in hanking meth- 
ods nor for any new 
legislation. It 


should be added that neither the gov- 
ernor nor deputy governor is permitted 
to be a member of either body of par- 
liament." . 
The government does not 
own a 
share of the capital 
of 
182,500.000 


francs C535,22o,000). but: exercises de- 
cisive influence through the appoint- 
ment of the governor and deputy gov- 


ernors and one of '.the;boiirdB of " the 
bank. The governor:and :iho two dep- 
uty governors are appointed by decree 
of tho president of the republic upon 
the proposal of the minister of finance. 
Their terms of service are not fixed 
but usually extend.over ntany years. .. 


Some light !B thrown upon the ab- 


sence of political hostility to the bank 
by the number of its 'branches, 
the 


manner in which it aids small com- 
merce, and tho strength which it af- 
fords to the banking system 
of the 


country. There are about .BOO banking 
offices scattered over Franc?, the more 
Important, to tho number of 127, being 
known as branches, and the others as 
auxiliaries and agencies. The manag- 
ers are remunerated by fixed salaries, 
which does not, however/ prevent the 
bank from letting all the staff partici- 
pate in the results of particularly pro-, 
ductlve years by exceptional 
allow- 


ances. There is also a pension system 
for employes, which guarantees to each 
agent entitled thereto at least one-half 
tho annual salary after thirty years' 
service. 
The bank is not limited 
to redis- 


counts, but has a line of clients of its 
own. 
It was stated by M. Pallain .that 


about 70 per cent. o£ the 
paper held 


bears the signature of some bank as 
one of the indorsers, btit 
the

ber of merchants 
and 
manufacturers 


asking for direct discounts has -recent- 
ly been increasing. 
The average ma-

THE 
EIGHT-HOUR 
BILL. 


. ' Governor Draper will have the eight-hour bill put up to him once more, 
and again he has promised to veto it despite the consequences. 


This was the chief issue in (be last state election between the repub- 


lican and democratic purties. The bill provides that eight hours shall con- 
stitute a day's work on all public, works o.onducted by cities and towns. 


In the house of representatives Monday there were 67 republicans 


and 54 democrats who voted for (lie bill, so that it can scarcely be regarded 
any longer as a party measure. 


Some cities and towns are opposed to it, but the opposition did not 


show much strength in the final test. 
The 
labor 
organizations 
have 


made this an issue and pushed it to the front this year again with all the 
features to which the governor objected last year. 


. This measure and the bar and bottle bill will test the governor's back- 


bone. It is alleged that many members voted for both bills, expecting that 
the governor would veto them. 


THE INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM. 


That was a very peculiar and indefinite expression discovered in the bill 


for an amendment of the constitution to permit the initiative and referen- 


dum. 
The bill provided that the initiative may be exercised on petition of 


"not more" than twenty per cent, of the voters of the state. One vote more 
would invalidate the petition under such a law, but any number less would 
suffice. 
The provision for the referendum requiring that it can be applied 


on petition of "not more" than fifteen per cent, is open to a like interpreta- 
tion. It is foolish to try to work these "jokers" into legislative measures 


. as the courts will either rule upon the intent rather than the letter of the 


law or else the legislature must change the phraseology. The matter can 
be corrected by changing the phraseology to provide that on petition of 
twenty per cent, of the voters the initiative and 
fifteen 
per 
cent, 
the 


referendum can be applied. This is a petition for an amendment of the 
slate constitution, and if the number of signatures be set 
too 
high 
the 


amendment if adopted will be useless, whereas if too low the legislature 
would be flooded with fool measures and the ballot weighted with trivial 
questions that would serve only to perplex the voters. If the amendment 
to the constitution thus proposed bo adopted, then it will be the duty of 
the legislature to pass a law enacting it as set forth in the petition. 


CANADIAN 
LESSONS 
ON IMMIGRATION. 


"The report of the immigration commission at Washington 
conveys 


some important information, much of which has been anticipated in these 
columns so far as it refers to Canadian immigration. 


The Dominion government is spending money freely 
to 
induce 
a 


desirable class of immigrants to settle there on the rich farming lands and 
wheat fields of the. northwest. Much of the work of the Canadian immgra- 
tion service is done through the'medium of advertising; but the publicity 
chosen is very far different from that used to lure immigrants to our 
mill cities. 


It is not long since on the building of a big mill in Lawrence the event 


•was placarded over Italy by a great picture of the mill and a representation 
of the operatives leaving the counting rooms with their pay envelopes and 
entering a bank to place their money on deposit. 


We. do not know who was responsible for this species of advertising, 


•whether it was some big textile corporation or a padrone who planned to 
make from five to ten dollars a head on every man put to work in the mill. 


This brought operatives to work in a factory. After them came many 


of their friends and relatives and thus Lawrence-has a surplus of mill help 
from sunny Italy. 


Canada on the other hnnd brings men. who agree to settle on farms. 


She brings them from the best countries ^of Europe, strong sturdy people 
just of the right stamp to develop tlie rich farming lands of the northwest 
through which a great railway line runs as a guarantee on the matter of 
transportation. 


But Canada is not confining her efforts to Europe. She is recruiting 


largely from the United States, and in the last, thirty-three months she 
imported 153,119 able-bodied immigrants from the United States, chiefly 
Korth Dakota, Minnesota and Washington. 


To induce immigration from the United States, agencies arc maintained 


in the large cities from Boston to Los Angeles with sub-agencies in smaller 
cities and a bonus is paid for every man or woman induced to settle in 
western Canada. 
Under this admirable system Canada 
gets 
the 
most 


desirable immigrants while we, by our fixed policy, put n premium upon the 
people who do not think of farming and who crowd I ho great, mill centres 
of the United States. 


What is the result? 
The wheat fields !ind the farms like the cotton 


fields of this country are not producing enough to meet the demands of our 
rapidly increasing population. 


Our policy even at the present day lias the effect of crowding immi- 


grants into the Inrgo cities oC the Ciihlern states, for the immigrant si-cking 
admission without money, as most of (hem come, must get some relative 
or friend to vouch for his support. That causes the people of one rinse or 
nationality to flock together and raises a barrier against striking out into 
new territory. 


The time has arrived when our government must direct, the stronin of 


immigration to flic fanning districts where men and women are most, needed 
and where the best opportunities nwait. them. 


Tho western and northwestern states ofl'er a wide, field for develop- 


ment. Farming is more profit able now than over before. Wo must increase 
the acreage under wheat nnd corn, and wo must increase'also the numbor of 
cattle raided on the. farms. 


Tho cotton crop lias been deficient and Iliat, loo, must be increased. 


Hence din demand:! of Mm hour, the needs of our over increasing popula- 
tion, mnlto it imperative Mini wo direct (lie immigrants to 
(lie 
farming 


districts and even insist them in gelling sollled. 
Unless somo policy of 


this kind be injoplcd, Iho present, high prices will continue.. 
Canada will 


reap imrr.tnHO advantage, from <>ur neecssilies liy sending in her wheat and 
her furnl produce to Hiipply the deficiency in our own crops.

Commissioner 
Howe Reviewed 


Conditions, Present and Past, 
at City Farm and Cited Im- 
provements—Thinks $75,000 
is Scarcely Enough to Do Full 
Justice to the City's Poor 


The board of charities held a long 


and quite important "meeting: at its 
headquarters. al city hall last night 
Mayor Meehan appeared early in the 
meeting and submitted a plan for.'a 
contagious hospital at the, city farm. 
The mayor: called attention to the iact 
that the need for a contagious hospital 
was. imperative and the board members 
agreed with His Hoiior. In all that ho 
said concerning the hospital, which, ac- 
cording to the simple plan submitted, 
would cost about $10,000, the building 
to he of reinforc-ed concrete. 


Dr. MnCarty, the board chairman, re- 


newed his suggestion for the change of 
name to "Chelmstord Street Hospital" 
instead of city hospital, poor house or 
city farm. 
He said he thought the 


change of name would take a little of 
the sting out of ..It. • . 
- . 


Dr. McCarty was. appointed a com- 


mittee : of one to confer with the board 
of health and the land's and buildings 
department in connection with any pre- 
liminary arrangements looking to the 
erection of a contagious hospital. 


Commissioner 
Harry "W. J. Howe 


added very materially to the interest 
of the meeting -by reviewing the im- 
provements in conditions 
under 
the 


present 
bnard. 
Mr.. Howe referred 


to recommendations which ho-made to 
a former board for improvements that 
were absolutely necessary and said that 
while the hoard voted his suggestions 
to a cosy corner in tho waste basket 
not a few of his suggestions %vcre 
adopted by the same board before it 
went out of office. . Mr. llowo's address 
was a very interesting one and 
his 


brother members expressed themselves 
as being heartily in sympathy with his 
remarks.

much toward furthering the project. I 
do not think it would cost.over $10,- 
000 and I should like to see a s'tart 
made this year.

From it may radiate on every' side

The present idea calls only for the 


central building and one ward, both lo

The ward would be sufficiently large. 


;o house all of the ordinary number of 
cases of the various contagious

that a hose might be turned on In nny 
rart of it for thorough cleaning. Tu- 
Jercular cases, diphtheria and scarlet 
fever, and all of the usual diseases 
night be cared for in this building rjy 
ts separation into the necessary num- 
ber of rooms. . There would also be 
room for an out-of-door 
tuberculosis 


camp. As the necessities of tiie city 
grow, other wards might be built as 
iceded. 


The board went ox'er the plans very 


carefully and were heartily in favor cf. 
them. Mr. Curtin and others spoke in 
favor of having the board do all in 'is 
power to promote the building of the 
hospital, .and on motion of Mr. Coupe, 
Dr. McCarty was named a committee 
to meet and confer with the board of 
health In regard to tho movement .'or 
the hospital.

-I said that when tea at fifteen cents 
per pound becomes the principal hev- 
erage, the only.'Stimulant, the sub- 
stance of. a morning and evening menu 
for Lowell's , poor 
residing 
at 
the 


Chelmsford street home, and we allow 
this to be prepared at-the rate of one 
poun'd of tea taslxty gallons of water, 
I said.that I. did not'consider this a 
fair or reasonable proportion. 


I suggested that the, children in the 


nursery-should.jie provided with some- 
thlng'more nourishing.and substantial 
than crackers three, times a day. 


I suggested that the mothers in the 


maternity ward be provided with nour- 
ishing food for a-longer period than 
two weeks. 


I said that, in extreme cases of illness 


In the hospital when a patient requires 
eggs or milk or malted milk, or any 
other special food, that the policy of 
economy should not be considered. 


I said that I believed there should 


he a more general 'variety 
of 
food 


throughout the institution, and 
that 


jellies, prunes and sauces, all of which 
are inexpensive, 
should be served in 


the hospital to the'sick occasionally. 


I .said that I believed that It was 


nothing more than right-that the men 
working out upon the farm should re- 
ceive more substantial food than those 
who are not physically able to do la- 
borious work. 


T said that the department had saved 


nearly ten thousand dollars. over the 
preceding year. 


I said that it was significant that 


there had been during the year, 
no 


saving in the .pay rolls. 
That $2000 


had been saved in the Out Door Relief, 
arid-$7000'at the City 
hospital 
and 


almshouse, over the 
preceding 
year, 


the principal items being food. 


1 said that if that amount had been 


saved judiciously, then the department 
was worthy of commendation; but that 
If 
the department had neglected its 


duty in properly attending to the needs 
of the poor of Lowell, and failed to 
relieve any worthy person applying for 
aid, 
then tho saving of this money was 


of no credit to the department or any- 
one Identified with It. 


I protested against the serving of an 


Inferior grade of molasses, purchased 
for the cattle on the farm; but poured 
upon the oatmeal every morning 
to 


Lowell's poor at the Institution. 


T protested against serving of a flsh 


chowder in the almshonse, with 
the 


leclings left upon the potatoes in the 
chowder, like the feeding of the swine 
on the farm. 


I protested that the dependent chil- 


Iren of this city should not bo turned 
over to the state, for the 
purpose of 


saving money, and I further registered 
my emphatic protest:that 
the 
aged 


leople in the Infirmary, some of whom 
;iart lost a part of their faculties; but 
quiet and harmless, 
should .riot be.

BOSTON, April 6.—The staff of cen- 


sus-supervisor Charles F. Gcttemy for 
the'taking, of the 13th decennial cen- 
sus In this commonwealth beginning 
Friday, April 15, is practically com- 
pleted, and will comprise six expert 
special agents, 32 inspectors of enum- 
erators. About 45. more special agents 
are .already gathering the census of 
manufactures. The combined work, -will 
show the total population and the in- 
dustrial conditions of Massachusetts.

THE 
EIGHT-HOUR 
BILL. 


Governor Draper will have the eight-hour bill put up to him once more, 


and again he has promised to veto it despite the consequences. 


This was the chief issue in the last state election-between the repub- 


.lican and democratic parties. The bHl provides that eight hours shall con- 
stitute a day's -work on all public works conducted by cities an.d towns. 


In the house of representatives Monday there were 67 republicans 


and 54 democrats who voted for the bill, so that it can scarcely be regarded 
any longer as a party measure. 


Some cities and towns are opposed to it, but the opposition did not 


show much strength in the final test. 
The labor 
organizations 
have 


made this an issue and pushed it to the front this year again with all the 
features to which the governor objected last year. 


This measure and the bar iinr! bottle bill will test the governor's back- 


bone. It is alleged that many members voted for both bills, expecting that 
the governor would veto them. 


THE INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM. 


That was a very peculiar and indefinite expression discovered in the bill 


for an amendment of the constitution to permit the initiative and referen- 
dum. 
The bill provided that the initiative may be exercised on petition of 


"not more" than twenty per cent, of the. voters of the state. One vote more 
would invalidate the petition under such a law, but anj7 number less would 
suffice. 
The provision for the referendum requiring that it can be applied 


on petition of "not more" than fifteen per cent, is open to a like interpreta- 
tion. It is foolish to try to work these "jokers" into legislative measures 
a s t h e courts will either rule upon the intent rather than the letter of the 
law or else the legislature must change the phraseology. The matter can 
be corrected by changing the phraseology to provide that on petition of 
twenty per cent, of (he voters the initiative and 
fifteen 
per 
cent, 
(he 


referendum can lie applied. This is a petition for nn amendment oC the 
state constitution, and if the number of signatures be set 
too 
high 
the 


amendment if adopted will be useless, whereas if too low the legislature 
would .be flooded with fool measures and the ballot weighted with trivial 
questions that would serve only to perplex the voters. If the ainendmL'nt 


. to. the constitution thus proposed be adopted, then it will be the duty of 


the legislature to pass a law enacting it- as set forth in the petition. 


CANADIAN 
LESSONS 
ON IMMIGRATION. 


The report of tlie immigration commission at Washington 
conveys 


some important informal ion, much of which has been anticipated in these 
columns so far as it refers to Canadian immigration. 


The Dominion government is spending money freely 
to 
induce 
a 


desirable class of immigrants lo settle there on the rich farming la'nds and 
wheat fields of the norlhwest. Much of the work of the Canadian imuijjra- 
tion service is done through the medium of advertising; but the publicity 
chosen is very far different from that used lo lure immigrants 
lo 
our 


mill cities. 


]t is not long since on the building of a big mill in Lawrence the event 


was placarded over Italy by a great picture of the mill and a representation 
of the operatives leaving the counting moms with their pay envelopes and 
entering a bank to place their money on deposit. 


We do not. know who was responsible for this species of advertising, 


•whether it was.some big textile corporation or a padrone who planned to 
make from five to ten dollars a head on every man put to work in the mill. 


Ibis brought, operatives to work in a factory. 
After them came many 


of their friends and relatives and thus Lawrence lias a surplus of mill help 
from sunny-Italy. 


Canada on the other hand brings men who agree to settle on farms. 


She brings them from the best countries of Europe, strong sturdy people 
just of the right stamp to develop the rich farming lands of the northwest 
through which a great railway line runs as a guarantee on the matter of 
transportation. 


But Canada is not confining her efforts to Europe. 
She is recruiting 


largely from the United States, and in the last thirty-three months she 
imported 153,119 able-bodied immigrants from the United Slates, chiclly 
North Dakota, Minnesota and Washington. 


To induce immigration from the Unilud Stales, agencies arc maintained 


in the large cities from Boston to Los Angeles with sub-agencies in smaller 
cities and a bonus is paid for every man or woman induced to settle in 
western Canada. 
Under this admirable system Canada 
gets 
tlio 
most, 


desirable immigrants while we, by our fixed policy, put a premium upon the, 
people who do not think of farming mid who crowd the great mill centres 
of the United States. 


•What is the result? 
The wheat fields and the farms like the cotton 


fields of this country arc not produc.ing enough to meet the demands of our 
rapidly increasing population. 


Our policy even nt the present, day has the effect oC crowding' immi- 


grants into (he Inrge eilies of the eastern s(ates< for the immigrant seeking 
admission without money, UK most of thorn come, must got. some relative 
or friend to vouch for his support. That causes the people of one class or 
nationality to flock together and raises a hnrricr against striking out into 
new territory. 


The lime has arrived when our government must direct the stream of 


immigration to Ihe farming districts where men and women arc most needed 
and where the bust opportunities await them. 


The western and mirlhwcKlern stales offer a wide field for develop- 


ment. Fanning is more profitable, now than over heforc. 
\Vc must increase 


the acreage under wheat and corn, and we must increase also (lie number of 
caltlo raised on the farms. 


Tho cotton crop has been deficient tmd that, too, must be increased. 


Henco tho demands of tlio hour, tho needs of our ovov increasing popula- 
tion, mako it imperative tlmt wo direct the immigrants 
to 
the 
farming 


districts ond cvan assist them in Rotting settled. 
Unless some policy of 


this kind b« ndoptcd, tho present high prices will continue.
